The word ‘Poison’ on weed killer 
and insecticide containers means 
just What it says. With the increase 
in use of these aids to the farm- 
er there seems to be a tendency on 
; the part of some users to relax vig- 
lilance as far as keeping poisons 
out of the way of domestic animals.

In 
this case six head of cattle died af- 
| ter they had eaten weed killer from 

an open drum, The Veterinary Ser- 
Vices Branch asked that the stom- 
ach and liver be sent in for exam- 
lination and upon analysis, chlor 
fate was found in both organs in 
| heavy concentration, 

| A similar case has been reported 
'from the Wainwright district, in 
Which several head of cattle were 
involved. Within a week of the 
death of the first two, four other ex 
pired, two more were in serious con 
dition, and several showed effects 
of having eaten the poison. These 
cattle also had access to a drum of 
sodium chlorate. The financial loss 
in these two cases amounted to 
$3,000. Use all poisons with care 
and keep them out of the reach of 
both animals and children, caut 
ions Dr. Ballantyne. Poisons should 
be treated as poisons. 

In a few cases of livestock poison- 


ing, emergency treatment with an 
oily laxative, such as raw linseed 


oil or mineral oil, is always good to 
slow down absorption of the chemi- 
cal, but a veterinarian should be 
called immediately for more speci 
lic treatment.

It also has the converse ability to | 
grow on high ground and withstand 
drought as it will send down num- 
crous fine roots to a depth of 3 feet | 
or more when necessary to obtain 
moisture, It will not bloat cattle, 
it should not be sown unless you | 
want a permanent hay or pasture 
field. When it is once established it 
will stay with you as long as you 
wish, It is not hard to plow, but 
that is the only way you will see a 
dead crown. 

If you have a field or farm which 
does not pay, seed it to Birdseed 
Trefoil, along With any other grass 
you can grow best. For a perman-: 
ent hay pasture or a cash crop for 
seed, it is hard to equal. It is nec. 
essary to use inoculent in most cas- 
es. Four pounds to the acre is suffi- 
ent for hay.

and from 200 to 300 stems from one 
crown and takes one year longer to 
mature than other clovers, so do not 
plow up your clover; give it anoth- 
er, When cut for seed any seed 
Which is left on the field will grow.
